Bomb explodes

oured glass, window. 

U.S. journalist 
killed in AJ&hanistan 

ISLAMABAD ( R) — An Afghan 
rebel group said a US. journalist 
travelling with its men was killed 
in a rocket attack in southern Afg- 
hanistan last week. A letter from 
the Afghans accompanying the 
journalist announced his death 
and burial east of Kandahar but 
did not name him. said the quetta 
office of Hezb-i-Islami of Yunus 
Khales. One of the other three 
Americans in the group, another 
journalist and two doctors, was 
injured, it said, again without 
naming him,

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King, Reagan make ‘some headway’ 
on international role in peace talks

WASHINGTON — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein and President Ronald Reagan held talks 
Monday on efforts for peace In the Middle 
East and both leaders reaffirmed their desire 
for a peace settlement in the region and str- 
essed the need to take Immediate steps to 
push the peace process forward. 
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A senior U.S. official said after 
the White House meeting that 
■King Hussein told Mr. Reagan 
that preliminary talks between a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian del- 
egation and US. representatives 
were “essential.” 

But the official, who briefed 
reporters at the White House 
under rales barring use of his 
name, said King Hussein and Mr. 
Reagan made some headway on 
how an international conference 
on the Middle East would be sfo, 
uctured. 

“We have a better und- 
erstanding, as a result of the 
King’s vfem of his concepts on how 
to organise and structure an int- 
ernational conference.” the off- 
icial said. 

“This is not the place to get into 
the details," the official said. 

Following the talks at the White 
House.- King Hussein described 
‘ the meeting as “frank and honest” 
and said Jordan was committed to 
a “peaceful resolution of the 
Arab -Israeli conflict"

“We are prepared to join all 
parties in pursuing a negotiated 
settlement m an environment free 
of belligerence and hostile acts.” 
the King said. 

President Reagan called his 
meeting with the King “very pro- 
ductive” and said Jordan was mov- 
ing ‘ ‘courageously forward” in the 
search for peace. 

“The time is to begin is now.” 
Mr. Reagan declared. He added 
that he was confident that issues 
standing in the way of asetdement 
could be resolved. 

Jordan has been asking the Uni- 
ted States to meet a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation as a step 
towards broader Middle East 
talks, but U.S. reservations over 
which Palestinians would take 
part have prevented this. 

Nehher Mr. Reagan nor King 
Hussein mentioned the subject in 
remarks before the King left the 
White House after the one-hour 
meeting on Monday. ___ 

Mr. Reagan, who on Friday 
announced a proposal to sell a 


large arms package for Jordan, 
said the Kingdom had not wav- 
ered from his policy of seeking a 
Middle East peace. 

He said the arms package was 
important in meeting Jordan's 
defence needs “and as evidence 
that those who seek peace will not 
be left to the mercy of those who 
oppose it” 

The package, totalling SI. 55 
bilUon or SI .9 billion depending 
on whether it includes F-20 or 
F-I6 planes, faces strong opp- 
osition in Congress. 

Mr. Reagan said the United Sta- 
tes. Jordan and Israel shared the 
objective of direct negotiations 
“under appropriate auspices bef- 
ore die end of this year.” 

King Hussein on Monday rei- 
terated his call for an international 
conference to act as an .umbrella 
for peace talks. Israel and the Uni- 
ted States oppose the proposal. 

“There are complex and sen- 
sitive issues that must be resolved 
before actual negotiations can 
begin.” Mr. Reagan said. “But I 
believe these Issues can be res- 
olved ” 

Hesaid the United States would 
do all it could to maintain the 
momentum already achieved, 
much of it due to King Hussein’s 
courage and vision. 

King Hussein said his talks with 
Mr. Reagan were “as frank and 
honest as our friendship dictates.” 

He said he reiterated Jordan's 
commitment to a negotiated set- 
tlement within the context of an 
international conference and to 
ihe ing>lementation of United 
Nations Security Council Res-

Tripoli port, assaulters claim 


BEIRUT (Agencies ) — The fun- 
damentalist Islamic Unification 
Movement’s (Tawheed) defence 
of Tripoli appeared to weaken on 
Monday as pro-Syrian militias 
reported big advances on the third 
day of their assault on the north 
Lebanese city. 

The attackers said a 300-man 
force was besieging the heavily- 
defended port area after an 
eariy-moroing advance and it 
might fall any time. 

Spokesmen for two of the leftist 
militias said attacks began before 
dawn with artillery support from 
Syrian-held hills and punched thr- 
ough defence lines at the city’s 
southern edge and in the nor- 
theast 

Communications with Tripoli 
were cut for the second day and it 
was not immediately possible to 
verify the reports independently. 
But Ihe militias admitted during 
the first two days' fighting that 
they had failed to advance very 
far. 

Four Syrian-backed militias 
launched a big drive against Taw- 
heed on Saturday after it rejected 


proposals for Syrian troops to 
enter and padfy the city under a 
year-old militia disarmament 
pact. 

Challenging Syrian influence in 
Lebanon. Tawheed leader Sheikh 
Saeed Shaaban said Syria was 
preparag a massacre in Tripoli 
and his men would only disarm 
when other militias did. 

Fires burned out of control and 
casualties bled to death cm the str- 
eets as Tawheed fighters pinned 
down an estimated 3.000 att- 
ackers at two other fronts. 

Governor Islcandar Ghforfl fled 
the city to a makeshift hea- 
dquarters on its outskirts. He told 
state-run Beirut . Radio by tel- 
ephone that “dozens of casualties 
Jay uncared for in the streets.” 

“I can't provide figures and I 
can’t give an accurate picture of 
the progress of the fighting bey- 
ond saying it is very savage. All 
communications with the interior 
of the city are severed.” Mr. Ghi- 
bril said. 

Hospitals appealed for a brief 
ceasefire to remove decaying cor- 
pses from the streets and said they 


had run out of plasma to treat new 
casualties. 

A telephone caller describing 
himself as TawheerTs Beirut spo- 
kesman told the Associated Press 
without giving his name that ihe 
movement held all its positions on 
the outskirts, the port and inside 
tile gutted city. 

“We shall fight to the last drop 
of blood ” the caller said. “Our 
dead go to heaven and theirs to 
hell” 

He said unless the leftist att- 
acks on the city were quickly sto- 
pped Tawheed will' “cou- 
nterattack beyond the city in all 
directions.” 

Tawheed fighters were still put T 
ting up fierce resistance on Mon- 
day and fighting and shelling was 
particularly heavy during the 
morning in the southern sector. 

The pro-Syrian Arab Dem- 
ocratic Party (ADP) said its men 
broke through Tawheed defences 
in the northeast before dawn and a 
spokesman for the Syrian Nat- 
ionalist Social Party (SN5P) in

PORT ELIZABETH. South Afr- 
ica (R) — South African President 
P.W. Botha on Monday rea- 
ffirmed his commitment to pol- 
itical reform, but rejected the idea 
of votes for all in this multi-racial 
nation tom by anti-apartheid unr- 
est. 

Mr. Botha, who gave few details 
of how changes could be carried 
out in white minority-ruled South 
Africa, attacked foreign pressure 
for faster political changes in the 
wake of riots in the country’s 
non-white townships. 

Mr. Botha said in aspeech at the 
Cape Province congress of his rul- 
ing white National Party (NJ*.) 

that it was outgrowing what he cal- 
led negative aspects of apartheid, 
the system of racial segregation. 

But he again ruled out a oae- 
person-one-vote democracy in a 
unitary state, and dismissed the 
outlawed African National Con- 
gress (ANC) resistance movement 
as a communist-controlled org- 
anisation whose victory over ms 
government would be “a dark day 

lor South Africa.” 

He renewed bitter attacks on 

foreign pressure for faster reform, 

but added: “I am the first to con- 
cede that the process of adj- 
ustment and change is .still for 
from completion” 


Mr. Botha's congress speeches 
have been closely watched amid 
intense domestic and foreign pre- 
ssure for change to give a more 
direct political voice to the cou- 
ntry’s voteless blade majority. 

After the first congress in Dur- 
ban, Natal, last month the South 
African currency plunged and the 
country’s economic ersis dee- 
pened when Mr. Botha's speech' 
failed to meet international exp- 
ectations. 

But . on Sept 11 in Blo- 
emfootein. Orange Free State, he 
announced plans to restore South 
African citizenship to millions of 
blacks made foreigners here by 
the creation of nominally ind- 
ependent tribal homelands. 

At tire Pretoria Transvaal con- 
gress he attacked foreign critics 
for interfering in South African 
affairs. 

Mr. Botha renewed these att- 
acks Monday, commenting bit- 
terly that racial segregation pol- 
icies were started not by his fellow 
Afrikaners but by British col- 
onialism before the founding of 
the National Party in 1914. 

“The whites who settled in 
South Africa did not exterminate 
the non-whites to a minority in 
numbers as in the US. and Aus- 
tralia.” he added.

While Mr. Shultz said any Jor- 
danian delegation to peace talks 
must have Palestinian rep- 
resentation. he said the Reagan 
administration remains opposed 
to a Palestine . Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) presence in the 
negotiations. 

Defending his proposal to sell 
arms to Jordan. Mr.' Reagan said 
on Monday he assured King Hus- 
sein “he could count on us." 

The administration maintains 
that the arms, including 40 adv- 
anced jetfighter planes and Hawk 
mobile an tir aircraft missiles, are 
essential to defend Jordan against 
any external threat. 

The National Association of 
Arab Americans (N A A A) said on 
Monday thatapollofall 100 Sen- 
ate offices indicates a Senate vote 
on arms sales to Jordan would be 
dose on the first round but that it 
would go along with the adm- 
inistration. 


4 Soviet 
officials 
abducted 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT (Agencies) ■— Gunmen 
kidnapped three Soviet diplomats 
and the embassy doctor on Mon- 
day in street holdups in west Bei- 
rut. police said. 

An eyewitness who saw one of 
the two incidents told Reuter 
gun men fired two or three shots at 
the feet of two Soviet diplomats 
who tried to resist capture. They 
were bundled into a car and driven 
away. 

The abductions were the first of 
Soviet officials b the Lebanese 
capital where 14 Westerners — 
including American and French 
diplomats — are missing after 
being seized by gunmen in the past 
20 months. 

Police said Soviet embassy 
Commercial Representative YaJ- ' 
ery Mirkov and Attache Oleg Spi- | 
rine were seized together while 
driving in west Beirut. 

Consular Secretary Arkady. 
Katakov and embassy doctor Nik - 
‘orai Sirski were seized in another 
car in a different west Beirut dis- 
trict. the police added. 

A Soviet embassy spokesman, 
who declined to be identified, 
said: “We are making no com- 
ment. We have contacted the con- 
cerned authorities in Lebanon." 

The shadowy “Islamic Jihad” 
(holy war) organisation says it 
holds six Americans and four Fre- 
nchmen among the 14 missing 
Westerners seized in and around 
west BeiniL 

The rightist Voice of Lebanon 
linked die kidnapping to a threat 
.by Islamic Jihad Sunday to strike 
against leftists supporting a 
Syrian-backed offensive to wipe 
out fundamentalist Muslim fig- 
hters in Tnpoli- Lebanon’s second 
largest city. 

The leftists include the pro- 
Moscow Lebanese Communist 
Party. 

An anonymous caller claiming 
to represent Islamic Jihad tel- 
ephoned Beirut’s independent An 
Nahar daily Sunday and declared: 
.“We warn all those besiegingTri- 
poli of our retaliation.” 

The kidnappings came a day 
after a caller claiming to represent 
Islamic Jihad told a Western news 
agency that some of the six kid- 
napped Americans held by the 
group will be produced at a news 
conference. He did not say when 
or where the hostages would app- 
ear. There have been no "Islamic 
Jihad” statements since then. 



Muslim- Christian forum pledges joint 
efforts towards upholding family links 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A three-day 
session of Musiiro-Cbristian dia- 
logue ended here on Monday with 
a pledge to jointly fight all aspects 
and elements that cause family 
instability, and de integration and 
work against the “alienation of the 
youth from their families and the 
neglect and abuse of children by 
their parents.” 

A statement issued at the end of 
the meeting, which was opened by 
His Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan on Saturday, called for 
“sustained and imaginative efforts . 
to evoke the idealism of youth in 
the building of more just and a 
more harmonious world." 

The meeting was attended by 40 
Muslim and Christian scholars' 
from Jordan, Malaysia. Kuwait 
Iraq, the United States. Holland. 
Lebanon. Italy. France. Britain 
and Egypt 

Following is the full text of the 
statement issued on Monday. 

Dialogue between Christians 
and Muslims concerning the con- 
temporary issues of the family and 
of youth is appropriately rooted in 


affirmations about shared moral, 
ethical and spiritual values. Our 
monotheistic religious beliefs, dif- 
ferent as they are and will remain 
on important matters of doctrine 
and practice, give us a realistic and 
constructive basis from which to 
seek solutions to the urgent pro- 
blems that threaten the stability of 
our families, undermine thefuture 
of our youth and weaken the str- 
uctures of our respective societies. 

Crime and juvenile del- 
inquency. poverty and famine, 
divorce and the breakdown . of 
families, sexual permissiveness 
and drag abuse, exploitation and 
brutality towards women and chi- 
ldren — these a re social ills against 
which we all must struggle. 

Here are problems that cry out 
for sustained, tough-minded but 
creative treatment. Material imp- 
rovements. in terms of arc- 
hitecture and town planning, hea- 
lth care, social services, and eco- 
nomic development, all need to be 
related to fundamental beliefs 
about the nature of man and the 
moral law. Basic ideas and ideals. 


Israelis besiege Hebron 
after shooting Arab woman 


OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — The Israeli army on 
Monday maintained a curfew on 
the West Bank town of Hebron 
after a soldier shot and wounded a 
Palestinian woman at a roadblock 
on Sunday. 

The army imposed the curfew 
oa Saturday after a spate of att- 
acks on Israeli military vehicles 
and on Monday Israeli soldiers 
were conducting house-to-house 
searches. Reports said a number 
of Palestinians were arrested in 
the last two days. 

In the neighbouring town of 
Halhoul. the army lifted a curfew 
that had been imposed last week 
but reports spoke of damages to 
Arab property and Arab vehicles, 
caused by a rampage by armed 
Jewish settlers following an amb- 
ush on an Israeli bus carrying set- 
tlers cm Thursday. 

Israel Television said a Pal- 
estinian woman was hit m the sho- 


ulder by an Israeli bullet after an 
Israeli array patrol fired at a local 
car that failed to stop at a roa- 
dblock. 

The incidentfollowed a grenade 
attack oa an Israeli patrol m Heb- 
ron on Saturday. The grenade 
missed its target, but killed a 13- 
year-old Palestinian boy and 
wounded an unknown number of 
Israeli soldiers. 

Earlier on Sunday. Israel’s sup- 
reme court upheld a military order 
for the expulsion from the West 
Bank of three Palestinians for pla- 
nning “hostile activity” against 
Israel. 

Felicia Lunger, lawyer for the 
three men, said that she would try 
to get a stay of execution before 
the expulsion orders take effect 
Tuesday. 

The expulsion orders were the 
first to be upheld against resklents 
of the West Bank since 1 980. Mrs. 
Langer said. 


Iraq reports 17th raid on 
Kharg, attack on ship 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said on Monday its warplanes lau- 
nched another attack on Iran’s 
Kharg Bland oil terminal in die 
Gulf and attacked a large naval 
target — the term usually applied 
to oil tankers or large merchant 
ships. 

A militar y spokesman said the 
destructive attack, the J7th since 
mid -August was launched at 
0400 GMT. 

Gulf shipping sources say the 
repeated attacks on Kharg have 
already seriously hampered Iran's 
capacity to keep up ofl exports 
needed to finance its war with 
Iraq. 

In a second statement the spo- 
kesman said Iraqi aircraft had lau- 
nched a “destructive" attack on a 
large naval target some 25 min- 
utes after the raid on Kharg. 

Earlier on Monday, Iraq said its 
troops had thrown bade a new Ira- 
nian offensive in the northern sec- 


tor of the Gulf war front 

A military spokesman said the- 
Iraqi Fifth Army Corps repelled 
an attack in at least brigade 
strength early Monday, "pre- 
venting it even approaching adv- 
anced Iraqi positions.” 

The spokesman gave no’ exact 
location for the battle, which he 
said began at around 0410 local 
(0010 GMT) and lasted just over 
two hours. 

The northern warfront wit- 
nessed a big Iranian offensive on 
Sept 9, when Iraq said it repelled 
a 10-hour attack over a 50- 
kflometre front in north -eastlraq. 

The commander of the Fifth 
Army Corps, Major-General Zia- 
uddin Jamal told reporters who 
visited tiie front that Iran had fai- 
led to take any Iraqi territory, 
though Iran claimed to have occ- 
upied over 45 square kilometres 
of Iraqi ground.

Reagan 

to hold 

Western 

summit 

before 

meeting 

Gorbachev 

BONN (R) — President Reagan 
will hold a summit of the seven 
leading Western nations in New 
York on Oct. 24 as a prelude to his 
talks with Soviet Communist 
Party chief Mikhail Gorbachev in 
November, the Bonn government 
said Monday. 

A spokesman said Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl had received a letter 
from Mr. Reagan outlining his 
plans for the New York meeting 
and inviting him to attend. 

The spokesman said the leaders 
of the seven nations which take 
part in the annual Western eco- 
nomic summits would be at the 
meeting. 

These are the U.S.. Canada. 
West Germany. France. Britain, 
Italy and Japan. The European 
Commission, which normally att- 
ends the Western summits, would 
not be invited, he added. 

The spokesman said the aim erf 
the meeting was to draw Was- 
hington's allies into U.S. pre- 
parations for the Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit in Geneva on 
Nov. 19 and 20. He gave no fur- 
ther details. 

A spokesman for Foreign Mm- 
ister Hans-Dietrich Gensdier said 
he had received a letter on Mon- 
day from US. Secretary of State 
Geotge Shultz pledging that Was- 
hington would closely consult its 
allies on its stance in arms talks 
.with Moscow. 

The letter outlined the Soviet 
Union's latest pibposals for a 
sharp cut in nuclear arsenals, pre- 
sented at toe Geneva arms neg- 
otiations between the two powers 
on Monday (See page 8). 
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Sudan names Garang as one 
of three failed coup leaders 


KHARTOUM (R) — Sudanese Defence Minister 
Osman Abdullah Mohammad Monday named the 
leaders of an attempted coup in Khartoum four days 
ago as John Garang, Yaagoub Ismail and Youssef 
Kouwa. 


Col. Garang is the leader of the 
Sudanese People’s Liberation 
Army (SPLA) fighting gov- 
ernment troops in the south of the 
country. 

Ismail is a dissident soldier' 
politician from the Fur tribe of 
west Sudan and Kouwa an exiled 
intellectual from die Nuba tribe of 
southern Kordofan province. 

The non-Arab Fur and Nuba 
are the largest single tribal ele- 
ments in the Sudanese army, 
where the coup attempt began 
with mutinies by two small groups 
of sold iers in Khartoum North and 
nearby Omdurman. 

Gen. Mohammad told the off- 
icial Sudan News Agency (SUN A) 
that Col. Garang. Ismail and 
Kouwa would have flown to Kha- 
rtoum from a foreign capital if the 
first stages of the attempted coup 
had beat successful. He did not 


name the capital. 

The Sudanese transitional aut- 
horities, who themselves came to 
power through a coup last April 
against President Jaarar Numeiri. 
have said last week’s attempt bad 
“ethnic motives.” 

This is seen as a reference to the 
longstanding cultural conflict 
between Arab northerners and 
non-Arab Sudanese in the south 
and west 

At least 162 people have been 
arrested in connection with the 
takeover attempt, including Nuba 
opposition politician Philip Abbas 
unaboush. six of his party mem- 
bers and 50 mutinous soldiers. 

A ni gh t curfew was clamped oo 
Khartoum on Saturday after sta- 
tements that the conspiracy was 
stOI a threat, but security sources 
said there had been oo dis- 
turbances in the capital since then. 


Hie defence minister told 
SUNA the Sudanese army was 
dose to breaking an SPLA bk>- 
ckadeof the southern town of Bor, 
under siege by Col. Garang's for- 
ces since mid -summer. 

He said this would enable the 
army to reopen the road between 
Juba, the southern capital, and 
Bor, on the Nile i . 1 00 kilometres 
south of Khartoum. 

In Nasser, a town on die Sobat 
River north of Bor, the rebels 
were brmging in more men to enc- 
ircle government troops but there 
was no fighting. Gen. Mohammad 
said. 

He added that the army was 
observing a policy of firing only in 
self defence, still hoping to per- 
suade Col. Garang to begin peace 
talks with Khartoum. 

In an interview published Mon- 
day in the Abu Dhabi daily Al Itt- 
ihad, Gen. Mohammad said his 
government bad not abandoned 
(he option of a dialogue with Col. 
Garang. 

He also said the attempted 
coup, based oa tribal and racial 
attitudes, bad “almost turned 


Sudan into another Lebanon." 

Meanwhile Sudanese str- 
ongman Gen. Abdul Rahman 
Swareddahab on Sunday assured 
Egyptian President Hosai Mub- 
arak in a telephone call that his 
government was in hill control of 
me situation in Sudan following a 
foiled coup attempt 

Cairo Television said Mr. Mub- 
arak initiated the phone call from 
Paris after his arrival there from a 
visit to the United States. 

“Egypt will not permit any for- 
eign intervention in Sudan." the 
broadcast quoted Mr. Mubarak as 
saying in Fhris. 

m Cairo, Prime Minister Ali 
Lutfi also condemned the aborted 
coup attempt which Sudanese 
authorities said was mas- 
terminded by Ethiopian-backed 
south Sudan’s rebels. 

“...We condemn any foreign 
interference which affects the sec- 
urity and sovereignty of Sudan.” 
Mr. Lutfi told reporters. 

Egypt and Sudan are committed 
to a nine-year-old joint defence 
treaty.

Jezzine lives in fear of attack

JEZZINE. Lebanon — Perched 
over a precipice amid dramatic 
mountain seen ary, this bel- 
eaguered Christ run town has lived 
for months in fear of an assault by 
opposition forces. 

Jezzine’ s leaders, some of 
whom complain bitterly of its aba- 
ndonment by government, army 
and Falangist leaders in Beirut, 
say its survival is the last slim hope 
for restoring confessional co- 
existence in South I chanon after 
the turmoil thai followed Israel's 
withdrawal last spring. 

For five months an Israeli- 
backed militia has defended Jez- 
zine and 55 surrounding villages 
against opposition forces which 
Iasi April seized 1 6 villages near 
rhe southern poll of Sidon. des- 
troying several. 

The opposition fighters who 
seized 24 villages further north, 
attacked after Falangist mil- 
itiamen from Beirut shelled Sidon 
following the Israeli pullout and 
then withdrew. 

With the opposition only 40 kil- 
ometres away, fighting can often 
lie heard from Jezzine as Antoine 
l^ihd's Israeli-paid and aimed 
“South Lebanon Army" |SI A) 
defends the town. 

Jezzine leaders say I^rhd’s pro- 
tection is an cmbainissing and 
dangerous dissociation with Israel 
and they question Israeli motives 
in retaining influence so far north 
of the tKirdei. Bui they say ihey 
have no choice while threatened 
by opposition forces. 

“ We didn’t choose the SI A but 
were forced by circumstances.” 
said parliamentary deputy Edm- 
ond Rizk. The 400-500 SI .A men 
defending the town aic local ree- 
ruits. “our people, not (Israeli) 
agents, our sons", he added. 

Its 25.000 population siill swo- 


llen t'y refugees tioni the dev- 
asluicd villages. Jezzine is one of 
three prominent C'hrisiian towns 
left-isolated by civil war in Diuze 
or Muslim regions, and the last 
whose fate has still u> he settled. 

The others. Dcii A I 'ainai in 
the Shouf Mountains and Xuhic in 
the eastern Mckaa Valley, have 
stopped fighting and are now 
under Diuze ami Syrian control 
respectively. 

Jczzinc's leaders hope foi a pact 
with the Opposition that would 
aven disaster and let their town. 
uk>. drop out of the war. 

“This legion always rep- 
resen led I chancsc co-ex is loncc. 
with all confessions living together 
with no problems.” Mr. Kizksaid. 
It had iOtJ.OtXJ inhabitants, six of 
its villages weie Muslim or Diuze 
and five were confess in (tally 
mixed, he added. 

Former deputy Jean Azziz told 
Reuters: “If Jezzine is devastated 
ami the Christians are chased from 
their villages, the last citadel of 
co-existence in Lebanon will fall 
and Christians will have no more 
political existence.” 

Mr. Rizk and other Jezzine res- 
idents expressed angei at the gov- 
ern mem. “We have made hun- 
dreds of calls for the army to come 
but they were all ignored.” he 
said. 

He hiiteily derided Falangist 
chiefs in Bciiut as “rustic guards” . 
incapable of leadership. The Bei- 
rut government leaders were a I mi 
“ men to condemn because they 
refused to let U.N. I roups deploy 
before the Israeli retreat.” he 
added. 

Befoie evacuating most of 
South Lebanon this year Israel 
proposed deployment of U.N. 
troops to avert sectarian blo- 
odshed. Beirut said its army would 
secure the region, but the few no- 
ops it sent failed to avert disaslei . 

A Jezzine civil servant blamed 


“all the big shots” for the town’s 
plight. “(Pres kJem Amin) Gem- 
ayel. the Pope didn't do anything 
... the Christians of the north 
aren’t worth a thing.” he said. 

But Mr. Azziz said die July visit 
of French Cardinal Roger Elc- 
hegaray. sent try Pope John Paul 
to examine the plight of Jczzinc's 
Christians, had “sounded an eno- 
rmous alarm EtcH” and made Jez- 
zine an international issue. 

“Many hawks wanted to swoop 
on the dove.” Mr. Azziz said, “but 
they don’t agree with each other 
any more.” referring to rifts within 
the opposition that have emerged 
since April. 

Sources in Sidon say Druze mil- 
itia chief Walid Junblatt does not 
want Sh Tiles to take Jezzine and 
link up with other* Sh fires in the 
Sekaa Valley and encircle his fie- 
fdom. 

“Walid Junblatt has told me 'I. 
will not enter Jezzine and I will 
permit no one to enter Jezzine’.” 
Mr. Azziz said. 

Despite having sacked Chr- 
istian villages ;tnd churches and 
driven thousands of refugees into. 
Jezzine. the Druze now had a good 
neighbour policy towards the 
town, residents said. 

“We think die Druze are the 
best allies.” a chauffeur said. “We 
don't trust the Muslim extremists, 
but the Druze are more dis- 
ciplined and we wouldn't mind 
them takmg over.” 

Mr. Azziz :irtd Mr. Rizk said 
there were also hopeful talks with 
Mime Sidon Muslims. "Perhaps 
the old good neighbour! iness will 
prove stronger than what hap- 
pened.” Mr. Azziz said. 

“Everyone is convinced it’s use- 
less to continue the way of vio- 
lence.” Mr. Rizk added. “But the 
situalkifl is still very delicate. Just 
a little nothing, a rumour, aruld 
upset everything and throw the 
whole region back into turmoil.” 


U.N. troops 
discover 
car bomb 

TEL AVIV (AP) — United Nat- 
ions peacekeepers in South Leb- 
anon discovered an explosives- 
packed car rigged to detonate and 
blew it up safely, a spokesman said 
Monday. 

The car was abandoned Sat- 
urday near a checkpoint mann ed 
by Irish soldiers tram the 10- 
nation U.N. force near the village 
of Tebnine. about 16 kilo metres 
north of foe Israeli bonier, spo- 
kesman Timur Gokcel said. 

He said the driver had probably 
abandoned foe white Mercedes 
because it ran out of gasoline, foe 
fuel tank was filled with about 80 
kilogrammes of explosives. Gok- 
sel told the Associated Press. 

It was foe 11th car bomb or att- 
empted car bomb in or near the 
Israeli designated “security zone" 
in South Lebanon in the past th nee 
months. Most blew up at roa- 
dblocks manned by foe South 
Lebanon Army, an Israeli-backed 
Lebanese militia. 


Egyptair 
stops flights 
to Khartoum 

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptair. foe 
national carrier, ordered sus- 
pension of its flights to Sudan 
Monday because of recurrent str- 
ikes by radio personnel at Kha- 
rtoum Airport, an Egyptair Off- 
icial said.

Beirut said its men simultaneously 
pushed forward in foe south. 

Beirut Radio quoted ADP chief 
Ali* Etd assaying his men attacked 
from the' northeast to seize a cen- 
tral city district and a local Taw- 
heed headquarters. 

The ADP has fought fierce per- 
iodic battles with Tawheed along 
heavily-fortified frontlines in foe 
area for nearly two years. 

Their last battle began on Sept- 
15, prompting Syrian efforts to 
disarm both militias. The ADP 
agreed to disarm but Tawheed 
refused and fighting raged for two 
weeks until foe other pro-Syrian 
militias joined it to break Taw- 
heed’s hold on the city. Lebanon's 


second biggest with some 700.000 
people. 

The SNSP spokesman said a 
three-pronged pre-dawn assault 
by 300 of its men broke into 
built-up areas on foe southern 
edge of town where fierce defence 
had held them off since Saturday. 

Three groups of 100 men each 
pushed several hundred metres up 
the mam southern boulevard into 
foe city, thrust through orange 
groves to foe west and along a 
small coast road.

A small bomb was thrown at 
Mr. Saade’s Beirut borne Monday 
night in a possible response to a 
Tawheed appeal for sympathisers 
to rise in the fundamentalists’ def- 
ence. 

Details of casualties have been 
scarce since the assault began. 
Before that, more than 200 people 
were killed and 1 .000 wounded in 
Tawheed-ADP fighting that cau- 
sed some 500.000 people to flee 
Tripoli.

MADRID (Agencies) — Spam 
has ordered the expulsion of rep- 
resentatives of the Western Sah- 
ara Polisario Front in a response 
to an attack by Polisario guerrillas 
on Spanish vessels off Morocco 
eight days agp. 

As six fishermen captured by 
the guerrillas returned to Spain, 
foe Foreign Ministiy condemned 
foe “crinunaT attack on a trawler 
and a navy patrol boat in which a 
fisherman and a petty officer were 
killed. 

“The government has taken a 
very serious view of foe attack and 
has resolved to expel all members 
of foe Polisario and to dose their 
offices in Spain.” Foreign Minister 
Francisco Fernandez Ordonez 
told Spanish radio Sunday. 

The fishermen arrived in Mal- 
aga in southern Spain. The body of 
a seventh fisherman, who. died 
from injuries suffered in foe Pol- 
isario attack on foeir trawler, is 
also being flown home. 

The Polisario, fighting Morocco 
for foe independence of Western 
Sahara, released foe hostages Sat- 
urday at a secret location south of 
Tindouf. Algeria. 

The guerrillas said (hey att- 
acked foe vessels by mistake, tak- 
ing them for Moroccan boats, and 
warned Spain to keep its navy 
dear of foe former Spanish ter- 
ritory of Western Sahara. 

Tlie Spanish National News 
Agency quoted crew members as 
saying Sunday their vessel had 
been flying a Moroccan flag when 
attacked off the Morocco- 
Mauritania border. There was no 
explanation why they were flying 
foe flag. 

Fishermen from the Canary Isl- 
ands frequently trawl foe sardine 
rich banks off foe Moroccan coast 
They occasionally have trouble 
with Moroccan naval patrols, who 
accuse them of violating Mor- 
occan waters. 

Polisario guerrillas have heen 
fighting Morocco since 1975 for 
control of what was formerly Spa- 
nish Sahara. 


S. African Jews encouraged to come to Israel 


LONDON — In the past three 
months some 250 Jewish families 
have approached the South Afr- 
ican Ziontit Federation with enq- 
uiries about emigrating to Israel, 
according to Professor Moshe 
Sharon of Israel's Hebrew Uni- 
versity. who has just started a 
two-year sabbatical in Joh- 
annesburg. “It is not a flood. tind 
there is no panic. Bui there is app- 
rehension." the Jerusalem Post 
quoted him assaying. Sharon, who 
was former Israeli Premier Mcn- 
adiem Benin’s adviser on A rail 
affair*. saiu that there were two 
prevailing views of foe future 
amongst South Africa’s 120.000 
Jews, ’pic liberal-left sees "foe 
revolution” coming, and believes

that there is no future for the cou- 
ntry’s whites. In contrast, the 
”sol>er. Jewish leadership;’ bel- 
ieves that change will emerge from 
a long process of negotiation bet- 
ween blacks and whites. 

The biggest impact on the Jew- 
ish community of the unrest in 
South Africa h:is Ixxn on bus- 
inessmen in Port Elizabeth, who 
sold mainly to the blacks and have 
liecn haul -hit by the black lx>ycotl 
of while businesses. “Many of 
those businessmen arc beginning 
to think ;il>out Israel.” said Sha- 
ron. 

Generally, however. Australia. 
Canada, the United States and 
other English-speaking countries 
are viewed more favourably than 


Israel as potential destinations foi 
emigration. Israel’s eamomic cri- 
sis is the main factor behind the 
reluctance of South African Jews 
to settle there. 

Sharon felL however, that a 
recent deceiion by the University 
of Wilwatersrand could lead to a 
surge in emigration to Israel. 

The university has approved in 
principle a .scheme that would 
allow students to spend foeir sec- 
ond year at the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem and receive full cre- 
dit for doing so. 

As part of foe arrangement, 
however, the Hebrew University 
would be required to adjust its 
overseas student curriculum to the 
South African curriculum. “That 


ouukl bring hundreds of Jewish 
students.” declared Sharon. 

The crisis in South Africa is of 
enoiiTkius interest to the Israeli 
govern mem, which hopes that it 
might spark an exodus to Israel of 
South African Jews. Prime Min- 
ister Shimon Peres hits instructed 
Avraham Burg, his adviser on dia- 
spora affairs, and Yaacov Tsur. 
the immigration minister, to pre- 
pare phuis for the abruption of 
South African Jews. The Jewish 
Agency, meanwhile, has app- 
ointed a special team of officials to 
encourage South African Jews to 
emigrate to Israel, rather than to 
other countries — Council for the 
Advancement of Arab-British 
Understanding (CAABU).

Embassy in Jordan. He will par- 
ticipate in toe 12th annual Int- 
ernational Flower Show, which 
wfll be held on Oct 1-3 under the 
patronage of Her Royal Highness 
•jueen Zein A] Sharaf. toe Oueen 
Mother. The flower show is spo- 
nsored by toe Young Women’s 
Christian Association (YWCA) in 
cooperation with Ikebana Int- 
ernational. 

Ptof. Minami is the director of 
toe Saga School of Ikebana, and 
was appo kited counsellor of the 
Japan Ikebana Art Association in 
1 976. For the last ten years, be has 
demonstrated the art of Ikebana 
in America, East and West Ger- 
many. Austria. Hungary, Bel- 
gium. Holland and many other 
countries in Europe and the Mid- 
dle East. He was awarded toe 
Medal of Art and Medal of toe 
Golden Rose in Yugoslavia and 
toe New Medal from toe Hok- 
J_Jcaido Academy of Art in Japan. 
He was also recognised by the. 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 


Japan for his services and con- 
tributions towards international 
cultural activities. 

History of Ikebana 

The art of Ikebana originated 
long ago in Japanese history. It 
started with poets admiring flo- 
wers and transferring their fee- 
lings into poems. Later people sta- 
rted to use flowers for seasonal 
and religious events and gradually 
certain rules were established ; 
until Ikebana art finally took its 
form in toe 14th Century. 

For Japanese people, Ikebana is 
a part of their daily life and they, 
practice toe art with loving care. 
Ikebana is not only their bobby, 
but it is also a must for their rel- 
igious and social ceremonies. 

Asked about toe characteristics 
of Ikebana. Prof. Minami said: 
“The idea of flower arrangement 
is to convey one’s mind to others - 
through natural flowers with quiet 
elegance. So flowers arranged are 
no I ooger materialistic but bec- 
ome a spiritual symbol. When toe 
viewers get toe message, which toe 
flowers carry, and when they have 
a deep spiritual and emotional' 
appreciation, toe work of Ikebana 
is completed.” 

Outlining the principles of Ike- 
bana be said: “The idea is based 
on a view of toe universe which is 
heaven, earth with man inb- 


e tween. Through Ikd>ana. one 
tries to express a harmonised bea- 
uty of heaven, earth and man. In 
other words. Ikebana is a way to 
search for the source of life.” 

Prof. Minami said that flowers 
in the western method of arr- 
anging are'used with toe purpose 
of enjoying them visually in full 
blossom, while Ikebana is a com- 
bination of trees, plants and flo- 
wers. caring for the stage of blo- 
ssoming from bud into full flower. 
“It is a process of birth to death in 
a flower’s life” he said. 

World-wide interest 

Regarding the reaction of peo- 
ple around toe world towards IVe- 
bana. Prof. Minami said that peo- 
ple have expressed great interest 
in Ikebana and he noted that many 
have started to realise the deep 
philosophy behind this beautiful 
an. 

Difficulty in demons traing Ike- 
bana in foreign countries lies in 
finding toe right kind of trees and 
flowers, but with Prof. Mina mi's 
•touch, simple and ordinary- 
looking trees and flowers are 
given certain meanings and app- 
ear very extraordinary. 

This is his first visit to Amman 
and be will be demonstrating his 
art at toe Royal Culture Centre on 
Oct. 1 and at the YWCA on Ocl 
3.

CPF appeals for contributions to build 
integrated cerebral palsy centre

AMMAN — Cerebral Palsy Fou- 
ndation (CPF) Honorary Pre- 
sident I -a»l» Sharaf Monday called 
on toe public to contribute tow- 
ards toe establishment of an int- 
egrated centre for toe diagnosis, 
treatment rehabilitation and edu- 
cation of children afflicted by cer- 
ebral palsy. 

The centre could detect cer- 
ebral palsy in infants within six 
months of birth and this would 
help increase toe possfoiuty of full 
cure up to 90 per cent than that of 
seven and eight-year-old children, 
Mrs. Sharaf said. 

In a press conference held to 
mark Cerebral Palsy Day on OcL 
3. Mrs. Sharaf said toe centre, to. 
be named after late Prime Min- 
ister Abdul Hamid Sharaf. would 


be affilia ted to the Ministry of 
Health so that it would be 'able to 
extend its services to all parts of 
toe Kingdom. 

Speaking at the conference. 
CPF President Fakhri Belbesi said 
that financial obstacles are the 
mam problem delaying toe est- 
ablishment of toe centre which has 
been planned since 1978.“Atthat 
time a feasibility study estimated 
the cost at JD 400.000.but today’s 
estimates put toe cost, in 
to two noemtiuuai years, at JD 1 
million.” be said, adding that toe 
available assets of toe CPF are 
only around 20 per cent of this 
figure. 

Speaking about the CPF. Dr. 
Belbesi said the foundation has 
treated 1.831 cases since its est- 
ablishment at AI Hussein Medical 
Centre in 1977. 


One of the CPFs main obj- 
ectives is to spread public awa- 
reness about cerebral palsy. Pre- 
vention also plays a key role in 
combatting cerebral palsy through 
proper ante-natal care and del- 
ivery services, including intensive 
care facilities for the new-born, as 
well as the prevention of accidents 
and immunisation, be said. 

Two other have been 

Cwtupieied; one in Zarka which 
opened three years ago and the 
second in Irbid which has been 
operating since March 1 985. Each 
centre cares for 300 cerebral palsy 
cases. Dr. Belbesi said. 

He added that toe foundation is 
in the process of opening a new 
centre in toe south of the Kingdom 
to enable afflicted children from 
the south to receive treatment for 
cerebral palsy.

Encouraging news from 
Washington 


THE NEWS from Washington, following His Majesty King 
Hussein’s meeting with President Reagan yesterday, is enc- 
ouraging. Particularly important in this regard was the fact 
that die two leaders have made some headway towards the 
question of holding an international conference on the Middle 
East.

for the past few mouths or maybe go a little bit farther. The new 
stance means in fact that Washington should now be ready to 
Israel and make it understand that its rejectionism will 
have to give moderation and reasonableness. 

As we all are a ware, there is ©my tc ™>ace: that which all 

the parties concerned are willing to follow. Jordan and the 
PLO have made every effort possible to accommodate the other 
tide when Israel in foct has done nothing positive in retain. 

If this is the pattern Israel has dedded to follow, then it is up 
to the UJ5. to seek a way ontof the stalemate. This can be done 
only by patting pressure on Israel to make it understand that 
for peace there is a price and Israelis have to pay it.

Norway’s coalition 
has unenviable task

OSLO — The strong surge of sup- 
port for the opposition Labour 
Party in the Norwegian' general 
election last month is exp- 
ected 'to create serious problems 
for the Conservative-led coalition 
government in the new par- 
liament. particularly on security 
and foreign policy issues regarding 
Norway's relations with NATO. 

The government could also face 
changes in economic policy and an 
increase in public spending, par- 
ticularly on health and social ser- 
vices. which would add to the inf- 
lationary pressures already bui- 
lding up in the Norwegian eco- 
nomy. 

The centre-right coalition man- 
aged to hang on to powerbut only 
by the narrowest of margins. The 
three-party coalition has a maj- 
ority of only one seat over the 
Labour Party and its left-wing ally 


early in the campaign and fought 
hard on issues that Jiave hig- 
hlighted glaring deficiencies m the 
country's system for health care 
and old age care: The growing 
queues for operations and hospital 
beds, and the shortage of per- 
sonnel and equipments 

It made its gains in the election 
chiefly in areas of above-average 
unemployment, in the coastal fis- 
hing communities and the far 
north.of the. country. In the nor- 
thernmost country of Fmnmark. 
Labour increased its share of the 
vote by more than 10 per cent.

The historical record shows cle- 
arly that before the advent of Hel- 
lenism in this area- in the late 4th 
Century BC, foe caravan cities 
(Petra, Palmyra. Hatra, Oaryet 
Fan and many others) were not 
only commercial entrepots that 
disseminated goods and financial 
power, but were also pivotal cul- 
tural centres from which radiated 
powerful impulses of art religion 
and thought. 


By foe 2nd Century AD. a ven- 
eer of Greco-Roman culture was 
firmly stamped upon foe Arabian 
or Oriental urban culture of foe 
region, though indigenous Arab 
cultural strains continued to dom- 
inate foe rural areas. By the 4th 
Century AD, another layer of cul- 
ture was added ^to foe already 
thick Middle Eastern mosaic in 
the form of the Christianity of foe 
Byzantine Empire. By foe 7th 
Century AD. with foe rise of 
Mam- Arab ism once again dom- 
inated foe Middle East, and has 
done ever since. In brief, we were 
handed another chance, this time 
by our own people. 


. I mention this because of foe 
parallels thai we should draw from 
what happened here in antiquity 
and what is happening today. It 
seems to me that we are once 
again passing through a process of. 
intense western and eastern imp- 
acton an indigenous Arab culture. 
Shonld historians and arc- 
haeologists gather in Petra or 
Amman a gain 2000 years from 
now to discuss foe impact of wes- 
tern and eastern cultures on Arab 
civilisation in foe last quarter of 
foe 20fo Century, they will have 
much to talk about 

Our contemporary dev- 
elopment and our future destiny 
should not however, be left to 
future historians to discuss in ret- 
rospect We would do well to 
pre-empt the historians of the year 
3085. and do our own analysis of 
how Arab culture is faring under 
foe impact of foreign impulses. 

In reviewing foe historical rec- 
ord of the ancient Middle East we 
see many trends that have con- 
temporary parallels that should be 
of serious and immediate concern 
fo us. if we aspire to a greater fate 
than being a receptacle for foreign 


tourists in foe millennia to come. 
We are rightly impressed by our 
rich archaeological heritage of the 
remains of ancient civil tsations, in 
foe form of grand cities and hun- 
dreds of smaller villages that now 
speak silently, if in splendour nev- 
ertheless, of etas once great peo- 
ple once powerful,'* and civ- 
ilisations once proud. 

My reaction at seeing a Jerash, 
Petra or Palmyra is always the 
same: How did these ancient peo- 
ple achieve such magnificence — 
and why did it disappear? The 
earth around is rich in foe ruins of 
civilisations, cultures and powers 
that ultimately failed. 


their forests were cut down, their 
water supplies failed, or their eco- 
nomic vulnerabilities were acc- 
entuated by ignoring foe delicate 
balance between natural res- 
ources and economic/ 
materialistic aspirations; and of 
once glorious city-states that ult- 
imately collapsed because their 
fllusoiy sense of strength, stability

A closer examination of the his- 
torical record also shows that the 
ancient Middle East was also rich 
in political leaders who were dei- 
fied; nation-states that relied for 
their survival on foe military and 
economic support of powers far 
away, in Rome, Greece, Persia or 
elsewhere; economic systems that 
flourished on the basis of a badly 
exploited class of labourers, slaves 
or farmers; powerful nations that 
grew weak and vulnerable when 


It could be argued that foe 
Edomites and foe Nabataeans 
never really had a chance in foe 
face of foe power of Rome. Bab- 
ylon, Assyria or Persia, and that 
their eventual subjugation by for- 
eign legions was inevitable. It 
could also be argued that the Nab- 
ataeans mid other A rab cultures of 
foe past were powerless in foe face 
of the strong cultural and eco- 
nomic influences of conquering 
civilisations from abroad. What 
then, are foe lessons we should 
draw today from these facts and 
processes of history? 


From whence does our strength 
derive? And, indeed, what gen- 
uine strength do we possess? How 
can we aspire to find and maintai n 
our niche among foe community, 
of nations? 

Are we. too. doomed to worship 
foreign deities alongside our own?

Genuflect at foe 
altar of a universal mercantile 
order whose command posts are in 
foe capitals of other, and distant 
nations? 

Exactly how much hope do we

China’s 36th independence anniversary 
mari&d’ with political and economic reforms

THE CHINESE people have rea- 
son enough to celebrate October 1 
— the 36th anniversary of the 
People’s Republic of China — 
with unprecedented jubilation, as 
they now work and live in the best 
period of their history. In an era of 
economic reforms and a series of 
new guidelines formulated in 
1978 - on the basis of the exp- 
erience of three decades, they 
have made fresh accomplish men cs 
in their drive for development and 
peace, which are two major obj- 
ects of the fundamental policy of 
foe country. 

The economic development has 
been encouraging. Total industrial 
and agricultural output value in 
1984 exceeded 1 .000 billion yuan. 
14.2 per cent over the previous 
year; and foe national income inc- . 
reased 12 per cent last year. Both 
grew faster than at any time during 
the previous 29 years from the 
founding of New China in 1949 to 


1978. letalone any time in China 
before 1949 when foreign agg- 


ression and domestic feudal opp- 
ression were the order of the day. 

Summing up the changes that 
have taken place in Ch ma over foe 
past 36 years. President Li Xia- 


nnian declared recently: “The one 
billion Chinese people have thus 
been lifted out of foe hunger and 
cold they suffered in old China 
before 1949. and now dress war- 
mly and eat their fill. With foe 
development of production, we 
have been able to achieve a higher 
living standard for the people. 
This represents marked pro-" 
gress.” 

China's economic development 
over foe last few years has been 
closely linked to the ongoing eco- 
nomic reform, which represents a 
move from rigid central planning - 
to a more flexible economic sys- 
tem. The country began reforms 
marked by the introduction of the 
initiative-based responsibility sys- 
tem that ties payment to output, in 
the countryside in 1978. The res- 
ults have been impressive. The 
rural sector has reaped record 
harvests for six years running, 
which have made the countryside 
prosperous. In 1984. more than 
407 million tons of grain were 
harvested, retaining China's status 
as the world's largest grain pro- 
ducer. Average grain con- 
sumption per capita has already 
caught up with the world level. 

This year, reforms are being 
carried out in the price-wage mec- 
hanism. China' sold pricing system 


did not conform to foe realities. 
There was no price difference for 
products of different quality in the 
same category- giving enterprises 
no incentive to improve quality. 
Therefore, foe prices of some 
commodities have been raised and 
others lowered so as to stabilise 
and rationalise commodity prices 
as a whole. 

The emphasis on wage reform is 
on eliminating irrationalities and 
substituting distribution according 
to work for foe egalitarian practice 
of "everybody, eating irom the 
same big pot." The total payroll in 
slate enterprises wall closely fol- 
low economic performance. 

, The urban economic reforms 
are also proceeding satisfactorily. 
In foe first half of this year, the 
country's economic situation rem- 
ained good, characterised by bal- 
anced growrth of light and heavy 
industries, record increase of ene- 
rgy production, brisk rural and 
urban markets, and accelerated 
capital construction. State rev- 
enues in the six mouths increased 
by 25.9 per cent over the same 
period last year, with income exc- 
eeding expenditure. 

Nevertheless, problems such as 
strained energy and tra- 
nsportation. and lax control over 
consumption funds have cropped 


up in the course of economic dev- 
elopment. But prompt gov- 
ernment moves are gradually 
smoothing out these wrinkles in 
the economic fabric. 


As Chinese leader Deng Xia- 
oping pointed out. younger .lea- 
dership and economic reform are 
China's chief current tasks. "We 
are now working to set up the third . 
echelon of leaders, aiming at ens- 
uring the continuity of China's 
present policies.” he declared. 

Selection of future leaders, who 
are politically and ideologically 
sound, well educated, pro- 
fessionally competent and in foe 
prime of life, is known in China as 
the "building of the third echelon 
of leadership.” Since 1982. more 
than 80.000 young and middle- 
aged cadres have been prompted 
at county level and above. Only 
recently, eight younger cadres 
were named to head key gov- 
ernment ministries. Their average 
age is below 55. and all of them 
have college degrees as well as 
other professional qualifications. 
Meanwhile, some 900.000 vet- 
eran cadres at all levels have vol- 
untarily gone into rotiremenfor 
semi-retirement.

Acid rain goes global 


Is add pollution strictly a European and North American problem? 
Evidence is mounting to show that acid damage could be an even - 
bigger long-term threat to African, Asian and Latin American cou- 
ntries. John McCormick is author of Add earth: The global threat of 
acid pollution, published by Earthscan on Sept. 24, 1985.

usually described as a European 
and North American problem, is 
spreading to the Thud World. 
Fourteen Third World countries 
are suffering its effects, and the 
difficulty of obtaining data may 
conceal damage in many more. 

• China. India. Brazil. Mexico. 
South Africa and Zambia are 
among the countries in which the 
damage done by acid pollution 
could eventually exceed that alr- 
*eady experienced in North Ame- 
rica and Europe. 

Tropical vegetation and fragile 
tropical soils are particularly- at 
risk. The capacity of these soils to 
buffer or resist die acidifying eff- 
ect of polluted rains is often Car 
less than the soils found in tem- 
perate regions. Acid pollution 
would amplify the natural stresses 
imposed on most tropical veg- 
etation by extreme variations in 
dimale. 

Add pollution is caused when 
the sulphur dioxide (S02) and nit- 
rogen oxides (NOx) given off by 
oif-and coal -burning industries 
and road traffic react in the atm- 
osphere and return to earth as acid 
rain. snow. fog. dust and gas. In 
the industrialised countries of 
Europe and North America it is 
turning soil, lakes and rivers acid, 
killing vast areas of forest, and 


corroding buildings. 

Although the Third World con- 
sumes only a fifth of the world's 
commercial energy, the share is 
. growing. Industry too is growing, 
as is the number of cars, trucks and 
buses on Third World roads; many 
of tiie industries lack expensive 
pollution controls, and many veh- 
icle engines are badly maintain ed, 
resulting in an even greater pro- 
portion of air pollution. 

The growth of Third Worid cit- 
ies — and their road traffic — 
poses a major problem. In Sou- 
theast Asian cities like Bangkok. 
Kuala Lumpur. Jakarta and Man- 
ila. air pollution is made worse, by 
stable air conditions that provide 
little ventilation and concentrate 
the pollution in the city locality. 

No developing country faces a 
greater acid threat titan China, the 
third largest producer of S02 in 
the world. If Chinese industrial 
production increases as projected, 
the country’s S02 emissions by 
the end of the century could be 
greater than that of the entire 
European Communiry. 

Hazy winter days "are already 
common in northern Chinese cit- 
ies. Air pollution is thought to 
cause an annual loss of more than 
33 million working days and 
6,000 premature deaths (mainly 
among newborn babies and eld- 
erly people with chronic heart or 
lung diseases). Beijing rainwater 


has been reported slightly acid, 
and Shanghai recorded its first 
acid rain storm in September 
1981. 

India faces similar problems. Its 
annual S02emissionshave tripled 
since the early 1960s. Air pol- 
- lution is already severe in cities 
like Calcutta. Bombay and Delhi, 
and there is serious concern for 
the future of the Taj Mahal, sit- 
uated downwind of corrosive 
fumes from a major oil refinery. 

Air pollution is now "normal" 
in most Brazilian cities. Cubatao. 
near Sao Paulo, may be the most 
polluted city in the worid. rivalled 
only by the industrial centres of 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
Thirty-three factories — none 
with emission controls — daily 
emit 1.000 tonnes of air pol- 
lutants. Fish, trees and wildlife are 
tTying.- and human health is suf- 
fering. Soil’ samples from eastern 
Sao Paulo state — downwind from 
Cubatao and other industrial 
areas — have proved very acid. 

Mexico City’s air is so heavily 
polluted that its mayor recently 
warned of “collective hysteria” 
unless dramatic action was taken. 
The city’s position in a valley sur- 
rounded by mountains creates a 
temperature inversion in the hot 
months of February to May that 
combines with heavy city traffic to 
produce a brown, noxious smog 
that reduces visibility to three or 
four city blocks. 

The United States is often cri- 
ticised for exporting acid pollution 
to Canada. But the US. could its- 
elf soon become a victim of for- 
eign acid pollution if Mexico goes

ahead with plans to open a huge 
new metal smelter; pollution car- 
ried on the winds could pose a thr- 
eat to the fragile Rocky Mountain 
ecosystem in the western United 
States. 

Even Africa — with relatively 
little heavy industry — suffers acid 
pollution. South Africa generates 
about as much S02 per year as 
Spain. Most of its coal is "burned 
within 200 km of the industrial 
heartland of the Witwatersrand 
(around Johannesburg). Stable 
atmospheric conditions mean 


that, in winter particularly. 80 per 
cent of the air pollutants are con- 
futed within a small area. The first 
signs of corrosion to buildings in 
Johannesburg have been rep- 
orted. and archaeologists report 
that centuries-old rock engravings 
and Iron Age relics are being 
damaged. 

Thanks to its concentrated cop- 
per smelting and refining industiy. 
Zambia too suffers acid" pollution. 
Copper ores contain a high pro- 
portion of sulphur, and the sme- 
lting process emits about 1.250 


tonnes of S02‘ per day. This could 
pose a hazard to the freshwater 
fishing industry, agriculture and 
forestry. 

The full potential for Third 
World acid pollution is as yet unk- 
nown. but the results of a project 
launched last year under the aus- 
pices of the U.N. Environment 
Programme (UNEP) could dha-. 
nge this. “When the results of the 
UNEP study are published, "acid 
rain” is likely to join the ranks of 
global environmental threats — 
Earthscan. 


Acid rain simulator sprays laboratory crops and trees

BLACKSBURG. Virginia — 
Acid rain is falling, pouring, on 
William E. Winner’s radish plants. 
And Winner doesn't mind a bit. 

Actually. Winner could stop the 
rain from foiling if he wanted to. 
but he doesn' t. Or he could slow it 
down, or speed it up. or make the 
size of the raindrops bigger or 
smaller. Just as important, he 
could cut down on the acidity of 
the rain. Or. then, he could inc- 
rease it. too. 

Winner is an assistant professor 
at Virginia Tech University and 
director of its air pollution lah- 
. oratory. His radish plants — and 
the little. loblolly pine and ash see- 
dlings not far away — are subjects 
of experiments using a new device 
created in his laboratory to sim- 
ulate acid rainfall as closely as pos- 
sible and -to see how plants res- 
pond to it. 

The effects of arid rainfall, or 
add deposition, have long been 
known to be detrimental to fre- 
shwater fakes and the fife in them. 
-But. only in the last year or so. as 
reports have begun to emerge of 
aiQrmmg decline in the forests of 
Europe and. more recently, this | 
country, has attention been foc- 
used on the effects of acid rain on! 
plant life. j 

- • So far, studies have not proven 
that acid rain has a direct det- 
rimental effect on plants, either 
on- trees or on crops. But those 
have been short-term, simple stu- 
dies. One of die problems has 

- that the acidic rain used in 

- them may not have closely app- 
roximated the way rainfall works 
in nature. Hence, the unusual dev- 
ice dripping away here in Bla- 
cksburg. 

- The simulator is made up of six 
wheels hovering horizontally 
above -six slowly turning tables 

r>r. experjojehtai plants. 


Along the eight spokes of each 
wheel are veterinary syringes that 
drip out drops of water pumped 
continuously and uniformly from 
plastic ju£rs. 

The syringe needles are screwed 
into the spokes and can be rep- 
laced by other needles that will 
make the drops larger or smaller. 
The pumps can be made to flow 
faster, to provide as much as an 
inch of "rain" on each plant in an 
hour — “a real downpour." says 
technician Irene Storks-Cotter. 

A key element is the “recipe” 
for the rainfall, based on rainf all 
collected in southwestern Vir- 
ginia. so that it duplicates natural 
rain as closely as possible before 
chemicals are added to make the 
mixture more or less acidic. 

"The velocity of rainfall cha- 
nges in nature, the size of the rai- 
ndrops varies in nature, and the 
chemistry of rainfall can vary from 
day to day and from season to sea- 
son.” Winner explains. “We wan- 
ted to devise a system where we 
can manipulate not only the che- 

mist/yof the rainfall but also other 

physical characteristics that might 
influence plants. In this system, we 
can do that.” 

What Winner and his associates 
in tiie lab are trying to define is the 
role of air pollutants, such as 
ozone and acid rain, in the way 
plants grow and develop, and to 
put the role in a perspective that 
also takes into accountother“env- 
ironmental stresses” such as poor 
soil nutrients or inadequate irr- 
igation. 

“We’re looking at the way rai- 
nfall can potentially interact with 
other environmental stresses to 
bring about changes in patterns of] 
plant growth and development” 
Warner says. 

“We have a clear picture about 
ozone; we know it suppresses 
plant growth and is detrimental. 
What we’re doing with our rainfall 


system is seeing bow variations in 
rainfall chemistry might worsen or 
ameliorate the effects of ozone on 
plants." 

Winner says that previous stu- 
dies of the effects of air pollutants 
on plants have focused largely on 
defining which varieties of plants 
are sensitive to pollution and 
which are less sensitive, or on det- 
ermining how big a dose of pol- 
lutants is required before a not- 
iceable effect on a particular kind 
of plant is seen. 

Plants get double dose 

His studies are designed to go 
beyond these, by simultaneously 
exposing experimental plants to 
both ozone and acid rain. Eve- 
ntually he will evaluate their eff- 
ects in combination with the other 
environmental stresses that may 
affect plant growth. 

The radishes on the simulator’s 
turntable receive heavy doses of 
acid rain; they also are subjected 
to ozone pollutants in a nearby 
fumigation chamber. 

"We’re looking for an effect 
co n^>a red to plants that don’t get 
this stress," Winner says. “If we 
find an interaction between acid 
rain and ozone, if we find that rai- 
nfall chemistry really does affect 
the response to ozone, then we'll 
be able to launch physiological 
and biochemical studies aimed at 
"trying to identify some of the mec- 
hanisms that underlie that res- 
ponse" 

The radish study is also useful in 
looking at another puzzling result 
of earlier studies. Winner exp- 
! lains: 

i .“One effect of gaseous aire pol- 
lutants, like ozone, seems to be a 
change in tiie way plants allocate 
.the carbon available to them, so 
that root growth is relatively sup- 
pressed more than leaf growth. So 
we would expect yields of root 
crops to drop. , 


"We’re trying to see if root 
crops, like radishes, and foliar 
crops, like alfalfa, have a common 
shift in allocation because of 
ozone, and, if so. how does rainfall 
chemistry affect that allocation? 
And bow do they affect fruit and 
seed crops, like soybeans?” 

Alfalfa experiments are about 
to begin with the aid of the sim- 
ulator. and soybean studies will 
follow. Other studies that will 
make use of the simulator include 
experiments with loblolly pine 
trees, one of America’s key com- 
mercial timber species, and with 
green ash trees. 

Long-range view 

Though earlier experiments 
have not shown that acid rain is. 
detrimental to plant and tree 
growth. Winner cautions that sci- 
entists are a long way from having 
definitive answers. Those studies 
were short-term, and the effects of 
acid deposition may not show 
themselves except in the long run. 
In addition, they did not include 
studies of the way acidity int- 
eracted with other stresses. 

Because the effects of acid rain 
may take so long to manifest the- 
mselves. Winner is careful not to 
promise too much in the way of 
results if acidity-controlling mec- 
hanisms are adopted. It may be 
too late to reverse the process in 
many areas, he says, though con- 
trols may help in others. 

The big problem, he says, is that 
scientists know so little about the 
basics of plant growth and dev- 
elopment. 

“A lot of our lack of und- 
erstanding of acid rain's effects on 
plants is simply because we don’t 
know some of the fundamentals.” 
he says. “What we’re going to 
leam from acid rain research is a 
lot more about the basic ecology 
and physiology of plants.”

Norwegian tanker 
lifts first Iraqi oil 
cargo from Yanbu 


MANAMA. Bahrain (AP) — A 
Norwegian supertanker sailed off 
from Saudi Arabia’s Red Sea 
Yanbu ter minal Monday with 1.7 
mfllion barrels of Iraqi crude oil. 
mar king the opening of a new cni 
outlet for the waning Gulf cou- 
ntry, Gulf oH executives reported. 

The Iraqi oil shipment on the 

249,259- tonne tanker was des- 
tined for Brussels, the executives 
said, while other supertankers 
were waiting to take on the second 
and third shipments for und- 
isclosed destinations. 

Iraqi Ofl Minis terQassem Taqi. 
announcing the oil lifting, said the 
newly operational pipeline from 
Iraq to Yanbu had come on stream 
ahead of schedule and would have 
a daily capacity of 500.000 barrels 
in its initial stages. 

Wien operated at full capacity, 
the pipeline could pump 1,6 mil - 
Hon barrels daily of Iraqi crude ofl 
of the Red Sea, die minister was. 
quoted as telling die Iraqi News 
Agency in Baghdad. 

The pipeline brandies from a 
pipeline that takes Saudi crude 
from the Arabian American Oil 
Company (Aramco) fields in die 
Eastern Province to the Yanbu 
terminal on the Red Sea. 

According to Saudi-based oil 
sources, the pipeline co mpany has 
allocated some of its 11 mfllion 
barrel storage capacity for die Ira- 
qis. 

The Iraqis lost their Gulf oil 
export outlets when the war with 
Iran broke out in September 
1980. Later. Syria shut down the 
Iraqi pipeline which coursed thr- 
ough Syrian territory to die Med- 
iterranean. 


The Iraqis circumvented the 
blockade by resorting to die use of 
a Mediterranean pipeline running' 
through \Turkey. This pipeline 
readied its capacity of one millio n 
barrels a day in the first quarter of 
this year. 

Despite repeated Arab med- 
iation bids. Damascus has refused - 
to reopen the Iraqi pipeline, from 
which it once netted multi- mill irm 
dollar revalues in royalties. 

“The Syrian regime is the only 
loser now. 1 ' Mr. Taqi was quoted 
as saying by Baghdad Radio. 

Still, the operation of the new 
outlet was seen by Gulf oil circles 
as a significant development 'for 
die five-year-old Iraqi war with 
Iran, since the Iraqis were boo- 
sting their oil exporting capacity at 
a time Mien Iraqi bombing raids 
on Khaig Island oil terminal have 
reduced Iranian oil exports to a 
record low of between 500.000 to 
750.000 barrels daily. 

Both Iraq and Iran are members 
of the 13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), with OPEC-decreed 
production quotas of 1.2 aid 22 
millio n barrels a day respectively. 

The Yanbu operation would 
already be raising Iraq’s oil export 
capacity beyond the quota to 
1.5- 1.7 million barrels a day. The 
Iraqis export about 200,000 bar- 
rels daily by truck via Jordan’s 
Aqaba port. 

Baghdad radio said the Iraqi 
potential would rise to two mfllion 
barrels daily in 1987 after the ope- 
ration of a twin pipeline through 
Turkey, and will reach three mil- 
lion barrels daily in 1988 with the 
full operation of the Saudi spinoff. 


Americans support 
restricting foreign 
imports , poll shows 


JLGS ANGELES (AP) — A maj- 
ority of Americans blame cheap 
labour abroad for die success erf 
foreign goods in U.S. markets and 
support congressional attempts to 
restrict foreign imports, according 
Ui_a new poll. 

A national sijfcday Los Angers 
Times poll whif^L ended Thursday 
found that 51 per rent of those 
surveyed supported a bill to red- 
uce textile imports, a measure 
expected to go to the floor erf the 
House in die next several days. 

Thirty-seven per cent of’ the 

said llntes poll d^^or^fo^LA- 
Lewis. 

The majority of those polled 
said foreign trade hurts rather 
than helps the United States and 
three of four described die new 
status as a debtor nation as a ser- 
ious problem. 

Those surveyed were unsure 
how to resolve the trade imb- 
alance. however. They were unc- 
ertain whether foreign countries 
would retaliate if the United Sta- 
tes restricted ‘imports. 

Asked whether die United Sta- 


tes should restrict imports to pro-' 
tect jobs or disavow trade barriers 
in favour of providing consumers 
with wide choices and lower pri- 
ces. respondents favoured res- 
trictions try more than 2-to-l. 

The results of a similar' poll 
token in May 1 983 werethe same. 

In last week’s poll, those fcr- 
veyed supported specific leg- 
islation to curb imports by much 
smaller margins, though, and nar- 
rowly opposed a bill that would 
impose a 25 per cent surcharge on 
a wide variety of imports, inc- 
luding televisions. 

Support for import restrictions 
was tower among the more edu- 
cated and among those who 
owned Japanese cars. 

The respondents were also 
more likely to blame the trade gap 
on the actions of foreign countries 
than on domestic policies or pro- 
blems within UJS. industry. 

Cheap foreign labour was tar- 
geted as die major canse of die 
unbalance, followed by a tendency 
by foreign governments to sell 
goods more cheaply abroad than 
at home. 


Kuwait opens public bond market 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has launched bond trading 
for the man in the street as an alternative to tra- 
ditional investments such as shares, bank deposits or 


real estate. 

The market, introduced Sunday 
by the Kuwait stock exchange, is 
open to both residents and non- 
residents.

Subroto warns of oil price crash 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesian Oil 
Minister Subroto said that world 
oil prices could collapse next year 
if the international economy sta- 
gnated and OPEC nations broke 
ranks on prices and production. 

The OPEC chairman told Reu- 
ters before leaving for a meeting in 
Vienna of OPEC (the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) that the 13-member 
group must keep its production 
unchanged. A rise would weaken 
prices, he said. 

Asked to comment on his wee- 
kend statement in parliament that 
prices could fall to $15 a barrel 
during Jakarta’s next budgetary 


year which starts in March. Dr. 
Subroto said this was one of at last 
three possibilities,. 

"One is that stability in the 
market can be sustained, the sec- 
ond is (that) an erosion of the 
price continues to take place and 
the third is a price oollapse.” he 
said. 

“But this (collapse) depends on 
so many things particularly on 
what OPEC will do and what 
non-OPEC producers wQl do tog- 
ether or without OPEC and die 
general health of the world eco- 
nomy. It is not a one line for- 
ecast.” he added. 

Dr. Subroto had told a par- 


liamentary budget hearing on Sat- 
urday: “If industrial nations' eco- 
nomies can't grow by more than 
three per cent, and if the U.S. 
budget deficit can't he cut and 
OPEC can't stay united, oil prices 
will collapse in 1986-87.” 

He told Reuters that colder, 
wealther in northern Europe 
would keep prices fairly stable in 
the next three months as more 
heating oil would he used hut pri- 
ces could dip if the northern hem- 
isphere winter was not severe. 

If the industrialised economies 
grew and OPEC stayed united, he 
said the price of Arab light could 
stabilise at about $26 to $27.50 a 


barrel after March next year. 

Dr. Subroto. who will chair 
Thursday's meeting, said: “The 
most important thing is that eve- 
ryone should make a determined’ 
resolution to keep within their nat- 
ional quotas and therefore mai- 
ntain the 16 million barrels a day 
(the OPEC quota).’’ 

At least four nations have said 
they will press at the meeting for 
higher OPEC quotas. 

Stable oil prices are vital for 
Indonesia, the world's fifth largest 
nation, which depends on oil for 
around 70 per cent of export rev- 
enues. 


Egypt to increase Suez Canal tolls 


CAIRO ( AP) — Suez Canal tra- 
nsit tollsfor 1 986 will be increased 
by an average of 3.4 per cent hut 
will be reduced for tankers and 
combined carriers with cargos 
exceeding 80.000 tonnes. Canal 
Authority Chairman Ezzat Adel 
said Monday. 

Mr. Adel told reporters the 
maximum increase any drip will 
pay will lie 4.4 per cent above 
1985 prices. He said the increase, 
effective Jan. 1 . was aimed mainly 
at making up for annual inflation. 

. "The Canal Authority has been 
increasing transit tolls for the past 
four years, but only to adjust them 
to international inflation in ind- 
jistrial countries “ Mr. Adel said. . 

. He said the tolls were beinfe*: 
lowered for some tankers and for 
combined carriers exceeding 
80.000 tonnes to encourage them 


to use the canal on trips l between 
the Mediterranean and the Red 
Sea. 

The Canal Authority chairman 
said the war in the Gulf and a dec- 
line in global demand for oil have 
decreased the canal's income to 
$910 million in 1984 from $980 
million in 1983. 

. “In 1985. these factors are still 
there, and. in the case of the Gulf 
War getting worse we expect a 
continuation of a decline in the 
c.nars income.” Mr. Adel said. 
“In comparison to last year’s inc- 
ome. we expect a seven per cent 
decrease for 1 985’s income." 

Mr. Adel said the transit fee on 
the first 5.000 tonnes of ships will 
'increase to 4.75 Special Drawing 
Rights (SDRs) per net tonne from 
4.55 SDRs in 1985 Ale said this 
represented a 4.4 per cent inc- 


rease. 

The fee for the next i 5.000 ton- 
nes will increase to 2.6 SDR’s per 
nettonnefrom2.5SDR\in 1985. 
a four per cent hike, he said. 

The tolls for ships with cargos 
exceeding 20.000 tonnes will 
remain unchanged, he said. 

Mr. Adel said the reduction in 
transit tolls for tankers with cargos 
exceeding 80.000 tonnes wilflie 
1 2 per cent. He said the 1986 fig- 
ure will be J.l SDR’s per net 
tonne compared to 1.25 in 1985. 

Tolls for combined carrier ships 
with cargos exceeding 80.000 
tonnes will be reduced to i.l 
SDR'sfromi.l6per net tonne, he 
said.

Cyprus boosts 20% agricultural growth

NICOSIA ( R) — Cypriot farmers 
answered a government call for 
greater efficiency in 1984 with a 
spectacular 20 per cent sector 
growth increase, according to a 
report out Monday. 

The gross output of the sector 
was valued at 203 million Cyprus 
pounds ($305 million) at current 
prices, compared with 169 million 
($254 million) in J983. according 
to the report from the government 
statistics office. 

It attributed the improved per- 
formance to more efficient far- 
ming, favourable weather con- 


ditions. increased foreign demand 
for Cypriot produce and a steady 
upward trend in livestock pro- 
duction. 

Exports of raw agricultural pro- 
duce. mostly to- Middle Eastern 
and European Community (EC) 
countries were up 50 per cent in 
value to 60 mfllion pounds ($90 
mfllion). 

Potato exports alone earned 
more than 30 million pounds ($45‘ 
million), the report said. 

Meat production rose y.2 per 
cent in volume in J 984. offsetting 
a fall in prices averaging some 5.3 


per cent. 

Investment in the agricultural 
sector totalled some 36 million 
pounds ($54 million) last year, a 
rise of seven million ($10 million) 
accounted for by government spe- 
nding on new irrigation projects 
and rural development. 

Yields of cereals, olives, citrus, 
potatoes, fresh fruits and bananas 
were all up last year, the report 
added. 

Economic experts say that, iro- 
nically. the agricultural success 
stoiy in Cyprus may adversely aff- 
ect its negotiations to join a cus- 


produce from Mediterranean 
members. 

Earlier this year die World 
Bank agreed to give Cyprus a $7 
million loan to increase food pro- 
duction. pan of an ambitious 
$14.5 million government project 
to research ways of improving liv- 
estock and fish production. 

The government recently all- 
ocated $7 million in credits to pot- 
ato farmers to buy seeds, fer- 
tilisers. pesticide s and fuel for the 
1 985 planting season.

Maj.- Gen. Joseph Momoh is 
one of toe most popular leaden; in 
the history of this former British 
colony in West Africa, political 
analysts say. 

The vote paves toe way for his 
formal inauguration in November 
or December and a peaceful tak- 
eover from the current president. 
Siaka Stevens. 80. who has held 
the post since 1971. 

Several top politicians had been 
jockeying to succeed Mr. Stevens 
amid fears of instability and a m3- 
itaiy coup in a country with a his- 
tory of political turbulence and 
corruption.

Gen. Momoh was named leader of 
the only political party, die All 
People’s Congress, all key pol- 
itical figures have backed him. 

The analysts say Gen. Momoh. 
who has promised to rehabilitate 
toe toa tiered economy and root 
out corruption, is popular due to a 
reputation for modesty and hon- 
esty as well as a mixed tribal bac- 
kground. 

Gen. Momoh. 1 1 years a mem- 
ber of parliament Is hacked by 
students, who rioted here during a 
1984 party convention, and has 
good relations with trade unions 
and the press.

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
quoted Surjit Singh Bamala as 
saying police Sunday night ent- 
ered the temple complex, toe 
Sikhs' holiest shrine, to conduct a 
search. 

The entry came hours after Mr. 
Bamala. president of the mod- 
erate SQch party, the A kali Dal. 
was sworn in as head of the state's 
new Sikh government. 

“We do not like this thing and 
will surely take suitable steps to 
stop this.” Mr. Bamala told rep- 
orters after visiting toe temple 
early Monday. He gave no details 
of toe police action. 

The temple, religious focus for 
India’s 14 million Sikhs, became 


toe centre of a campaign for an 
independent Sikh nation until tro- 
ops rooted out separatists there in 
a pitched battle which left aliout 
LOGO people dead in June fast 
year.

Signoret last appeared in a 
major role on French television in 
1982 when she played Therese 
Humbert, a 1 920s swindler who 
moved in the world of politicians 
■and bankers. 

She suffered from failing eye- 
sight towards the end of her life 
and it forced her to give up a late- 
flou fishing career as an author. 

She wrote two liest-se! ling nov- 
els ns well as a widely-acclaimed 
autobiography called Nostalgia 
Ain’t What J| Used To Be. 


Signoret and Montand flirted 
for years with leftwing politics alt- 
hough. despite several highly- 
publicised trips to Eastern Bloc 
countries, they never became 
members of the Communist Party. 

Recently both became staunch 
anti-Communists with Montand 
making a television special hig- 
hlighting what he and its pro- 
ducers showed as the military thr- 
eat of Communism and the West’s 
lack of readiness. 

Signoret. who made toe tra- 
nsition from beautiful young act- 
ress to bulky, middle-aged woman 
with a husky voice without losing 
any erf her attraction, became an 
international symbol of French 
cinema in the postwar years. 

Her prowess was recognised by 
Hoi lywood when she won the Best 
Actress Oscar for her role opp- 
osite Laurence Harvey in Room 
At The Top. a film which allowed 
her to use all her formidable tal- 
ents.

PARIS (R) — Dispite signs from 
toe Socialist government that it 
considers toe Rainliow Warrior 
affair closed, fresh revelations 
have reopened toe debate over- 
how high involvement went in, 
toe attack or a subsequent cover- 
up. 

The respected independent 
weekly magazine Le Point alleged 
in its latest Issue that senior aids of * 
President Francois Mitterrand 
were involved in planning action 
against the Greenpeace env- 
ironmentalist group several weeks 
before its protest ship Rainbow. 
Warrior was sunk in Auckland 
harbour. 

Prime Mineuer Laurent Fabius 
last week admitted that French 
agents had sunk toe ship and Def- 
ence Minister Charles Hemu anej. 
intelligence chief Admiral Pierre 
Lacoste were to blame. 

Mr. Hemu resigned,' Adm. Lac- 
oste was dismissed and both men 
have remained silent. 

Le Pont alleged that Adm. 
Lacoste met senior officials of the 
Elysee Presidential Palace in toe 
second half of May to discuss Gre- 
enpeace and the planned protest 
by Rainliow Warrior against 
French nudear testing in the Pac- 
ific. 

The allegation is certain to rek- 
indle press debate on whether 
there was involvement at a higher 
level. 

Mr. Fabius’ version of the affair 
has been greeted with disbelief by 
toe French press, which in the past 
few weeks has found a renewed 
appetite for investigative jou- 
rnalism as fresh "information on 
the Greenpeace affair has app- 
eared. 

Le Point, which did notcite any 
sources, said Elysee Palace .Sec- 
retary General Jean-Louis Bia- 
nco. diplomatic adviser Hubert 
Vedrine and military counsellor 
Gen. Jean Saulnier met Adm. 
Laooste to discuss action against 
Greenpeace. 

The article said Lacoste passed 
on a report from one of his agents 


inside the ecology movement 
which said they were planning to 
use the Rain!x>w Warrior for a 
headline-grabbing protest against 
nudear testing at Mururoa in the* 
South ftidfic. 

“It (toe report) confirmed what 
the navy had feared: Given toe 
size of the vessel (Rainbow War-, 
rior) it would not be easy to keep it 
at a distance. It was decided, the- 
refore. in the bureau of Jean-- 
Louis Bianco, to study measures 
appropriate to this new situation.” 
Le Point said. 

Meanwhile toe two French sec- 
ret service agents accused of sin- 
king toe protest ship Rainliow 
Warrior are being flooded with 
fan mail as they await trial in on 
charges of sabotage and murder. •

The idea of slashing toe number 
of individuals with clearances is 
aimed at both reducing toe pot- 
ential sources of information to. 
the Soviets and freeing inv-. 
estigators to perform more tho- 
rough and timely background 
checks. 

Navy Secretary John F. Lehman 
Jr. has set a goaf-of reducing navy 
clearances by 50 per cent. 

Fuelled by recent spy cases, pre- 
ssure is building on President 
Ronald Reagan’s administration 
to crack down on espionage by

Kanaks demand independence after polls 


NOUMEA (R) — Hotly- 
contested elections in the South 
Pacific territory of New Caledon iu 
have left toe French -ruled Islands 
polarised lie tween white settlers 
loyal to Paris and pro- 
independence hardliners. 

Kanak separatists grubbed con- 
trol of three out of four regional 
councils, while French loyalists 
maintained overall control of toe 
central territorial council. 

But under a new electoral sys- 
tem that gives toe regional cou- 
ncils wide executive powers, the 
separatists were in a strong pos- 
ition and immediately pressed 
demands for independence for a 
state they would call Kanaky. 

After Sunday's hitteriy-fought 
'elections, the main separatist 
party, toe Kanak Socialist Nat- 
ional Liberation Front (FLNKS). 
emerged with a majority in toe 
north, centre and Loyalty island 
regions of the Pacific territory. 


Loyalist parties were left with 
control only of the capital. Nou- 
mea. a traditional stronghold of 
the white settlers who form more 
than one-third of New Cal- 
edonia's 145.000 population. 

Loyalists Monday angrily den- 
ounced an electoral system which 
saw them take more than 60 per 
cent of the overall vote, but lose 
three of the four regional councils. 

“The monster of toe ballot 
box.” cried the daily Les Nou- 
veiles Caledon iennes. reflecting 
toe deep white settler frustration. 

For toe loyalists, toe villain of 
toe piece is toe Socialist gov- 
ernment of Francois Mitterrand iu 
Paris.

With the theme “Mexico, est- 
amos contigo” (Mexico, we’re 
with you) toe upbeat show fea- 
tured song and dance from per-, 
formers in U.S. studios in Los. 
Angeles. San Francisco, San Ant- 
onio. Texas. New York. Miami 
Florida, aid Phoenix. Arizona.
